The agricultural bureau of the weather 
department at Springfield sends out 
the following regarding the crop con- 
ditions for the week ending May 30. 


Well distributed showers and mean 
temperature above the seasonal aver- 
age have contributed to rapid and vig- 
orous plant growth during the past 
week. While the soil is too 
wet for 


farming- operations In portions of the 
southern district, and 
planting has 
been retarded, elsewhere It is gener- 
ally In fine-condition. The showers have 
moatlv been "Farmers' ralps,' occur- 
mostly been "Farm 
. 
ring in the night and have not mater- 
ially hhidered work in the field. 
Corn in the northern district is uni- 


formly promising. It is showing a good 
stand, and considerable 
cultivating 


has been done. In the 
central and 
southern i1lstricts__the conditions is not 
so even. Planting fs still in progress, 
but' the work Is well advanced. In all 
sections much replanting has been done 
on account of bad seed and the^_rag- 
ages of cutworms 
Oats have been greatly improved by 


the warm rains. In the central and 
aouthein districts complaint is made 
of thin stand, in some localities, but 
the average condition is good. 


Wheat is he&dlng in the 
southern 
half of the state. Although some fields 
are poor and will give a greatly veduc- 
ed $elrt"; the general condition is quite 
favorable. The outlpok fpr rye Is prom- 
isfhg. 
Meadows and pastures 
have made 


rapid growth under very favorable con- 
ditions. Some clover Is now in bloom. 
Stock continues healthy, but the young 
pig crop is small. 
Gardens have made advance, ana 
potatoes are showing well, except In 
portions! of the southern district where 
much seed rotted in the ground. 
Strawberries are In bloom in the 


northern portion, and ripe in the south- 
ern. A heavy yield Is indicated/ Apples 
gave promise of a. heavy output, but 
many unfavorable reports have been 
received that the fruit Is dropping at 
such a rate as to presage a consider- 
ably reduced yield.

Mary D. Chambers of the Millikln 


university gave the fourth and last 
of a series of talks before the Ladles' 
Social Circle of the Cumberland Pres- 
bytiian church. The meeting was held 
at the church yesterday afternoon and 
there was a short business session and 
at the close Mrs. Chambers gave an 
address on "Care 
of the 
Growing 


Child." The address was an excellent 
one and was gjeatly enloyed by the 
ladies. 


Mrs. Chambers stated when the per- 


iod of infancy is over and the dreaded 
second summer leaves a baby thriving, 
many mothers feel that the time of 
the greatest danger is over and that 
vigilance with regard to food can be 
relaxed and tnat it is safe to give the 
little one a portion of everything. Mrs. 
Chambers divides the period 
under 
consideration into three divisions some- 
what as follows 


The years before regular school life. 
The period of the elementary school. 
The high school age. 
The first 
extends 
from three to 


seven, the second from six or seven 
to twelve, and the third from twelve 
to fifteen or sixteen In the first per- 
iod the physical growth is less than 
that In the years which precede or 
follow. 
The food during this period 


should be varied so as. to stimulate the 
various digestive secretions. It should 
be easily digested and should contain 
an abundance of mineral salts. Milk 
should be the basis,'of the 
diet, one 
quart per day for most children. Eggs 
when fresh may be given and broths 
and soups. 


Here Mrs. Chambers gave a long 


list of foods that should not be given a 
child. Then she took up the period of 
the elementary school and told of the 
treatment of the child while here. One 
point that she emphasized was that 
children should be allowed a luncheon 
or two between meals if hungry, such 
as a glass of milk, or a b<»wl of milk 
and crackers. 


Milk in abundance, should be given 


the child during this period and if 
the children are growing rapidly meat 
should be given at least once each day.

The hospitality and .also the famil- 
iarity of Decatur people, especially the 
women, was well illustrated Wednes- 
day evening in the west end of town 
where a young couple from Indiana 
was staying, 
The couple, J. T. Brady and Mrs. 


Lillie Jamison, both of Indiana, cnme 
to Decatur to be married and Wed- 
nesday night a minister was called and 
they were married and they went to 
the home of a friend at the corner 
of College and Wood streets to stay 
for the night. 
They were 
fondly 


hoping that no ' one would fin-i out 
about their marriage in this city be- 
sides their friends at the house where 
they were staying. 
But it was not to be thus.

a new and powerful engine be purchaa. 
ed for the city's electric light plant. 
The resolution was referred to the 
water and light committee and ha» 
not yet been reported on. 


The lesclutmn was to the effect that 
a new engine should be purchased that 
the city light circuit might be extend- 
ed and the streets better Itkhted. 
It is more than likely that the coun- 


ell will not order the purchase of a 
new engine this year. 
In order that 
the committee and tha council might 
have some ii'formatlon on the ques- 
tion of the sufficiency of the engine 
now in use Electrician Sullivan "in. 
dlcated" the engine—that Is, he test- 
ed It to determine if. It was now load- 
ed to Its full capacity. 


The electrician says that the test 
proved that the engine has a capacity 
for perhaps jthlrty-flve or forty lights 
more than afro now maintained on the 
city circuit. At the rate that new lights 
are ordered that power will be suf- 
ficient for the increase of this year 
and the next year. For several years 
the Increase has been limited to two 
lamps for each ward and already thera 
Is talk among the members of the coun- 
cil of making an Increase of that num- 
her for the current year. The lamps 
alone cost about $20 each and then 
there Is the v'ire and.the work of In- 
stalling them so that with the limited 
amount of money at the disposal oC 
the light department there 
Is small 
prospect of getting a new engine. It Is 
more than likely that when that In- 
vestment Is m ide it will be spread over 
two years—that is that the machino 
will be ordered one year and the pay- 
ment made the next because It would 
be an expensive Improvment as com- 
pared with the funds on hand and there 
la always the current expenses to be 
considered. 


At present there are on the city cir- 
cuit a total of 222 lights. Of 
that 


number 32 are on the towers. If these 
lights on the towers were distributed 
as drop lights with the fourteen that 
it Is contemplated adding this year, 
there would bo a vast Improvement In 
the effect of the lighting.
